The Senate is safely Re- 
publican and the Republicans have 
made substantial net gains in the 
House, giving the party a working 
majority of not less than sixty and 
possibly as large a majority as 
eighty, 

President Wilson went 
early, knowing that his party = 
would authorize no statement. He 
apparently had been prepared for 
the news of disaster, and according 
to his family and physician, was 
suffering no physical or other re- 
lapse from the complete demorali- 
zation of the Democratic party. 

UNHEARD OF PLURALITIES. 

The unheard of  pluralities of 
Harding and Coolidge in Massachu- 
setts, New York, Ohio and nnen. 
to say hothing of the great popular 
vote favoring the Republicans in 
other eastern States, was supple- 
mented by neus that Lenroot in 
Wisconsin, Smoot in Utah, and 
Watson in Indiana, all were safe, 
and indicated six to eight majority 
for the Republicans in the Senate. 
At midnight it appeared certain 
that Senator Smith, Democrat, of 
Maryland, had been defeated by the 
Republican candidate, 0. E. Weller. 

The Republican Congressional 
committee had received meager re- 
ports up to midnight, but these all 
indicated substantial gains in the 
House Republican majority. Two 
seats were reported gained in Mazsa- 
chusetts, two in New Jersey and two 
in New York, while two were id 
to be safely Republican in Illinots 
over and above the Republican seats 
already held in that delegation. 

IN THE FAR WEST. 

On account of the difference in 
time, there was no word from the 
Far West, and little information 
from the Middle West, but it is be- 
lieved by the committee at midnight 
that the forecast of Chairman Fess 
of a majority of eight would 
completely vindicated when all the 
districts ere heard from.

Leaders at the natio nheadquar- 
ters here are inclined to believe that 
the Republicans have carried Okla- 
homa by a narrow margin, and may 
have defeated Scott Ferris, Demo- 
cratic candidats for Senator there.

Henry T. Gage, defense 
attorney. In this transcript, Norris 
says that he was induced to part 
with sums aggregating $51,000. 
It was understood yesterday that 
Hutchings would plead not guilty 
today and that he would make «4 
fight tn court. Hutchings’s trial will 
attract considerable attention, as it 
is charged that he is the leader of 
bunko operators in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 
The method by which Norris is 
said to have been fleeced of $51,000, 
as detailed in the transcript of testi- 
mony before the grand jury yester- 
day, is not different in many re- 
spects from that used in many other 
cases that have come to light lately. 
Hutchings is said to have been 
identified before the grand jury by 
Stephen A. Connell, Department of 
Justice agent, who detailed to the 
jury the method by which the bunko 
game was said to have been per-
